THE END OF THE CONSPIRACY 
TRIAL. 

Tho trial of tho alleged conspirators 
who, it was iisserted, Imd tried to bribe 
certain niombeis of tho Ontario legisla- 
ture resulted (as has been already an- 
nounced) in a speedy verdict of acquittal 
of all tho accuaod. Tho conservative 
prussi — notably tho Mail — are exceedingly 
well pleaaud with tho outcome of tho 
trials and are scorinf! thu witnesses for 
tho crown in a way that is painful to road. 
The char;{u of the chief justice to the 
jury bore heavily on Messrs. McKim, 
Catcadon, Balfour and Dowling, tho four 
niembor.'i whom, it was charged, the ac- 
cused tried to bribe. For a considerable 
part nf hia ciiiirf,'o tho chief justice sot nut 
with tho utmost floarnoBS tho testimony 
adduced against tho defondants. Ho 
pointed out that there was little or no 
evidence against Mr. Kirkland, and then 
indicated the didoreiit degrees in which 
the ovidonco seemed to implicate the 
ottiera. All this was on the supposition 
that the evidence was acceptable. When 
he came to consider the character of the 
evidence, however, the case was different. 
No attempt had been nnvdo to show that 
JlcKini, Cascaden, Balfour, and Dowling 
wtTi.! bad lUL'ii and untrustworthy wit- 
neasiis. Hut the evidence on that point 
waB supplied by tbeniaolvoa As painted 
by tliemaolves these men were bad men. 
Their conduct was dishonorable, and yet 
in spite of the obviously dishonorable 
cliaracter of the conduct of the witnesses, 
the judge v<\\» sorry to observe that thoy 
had been urged on to tho comniiBsion of 
it by ministers of the crown. If there 
have been md cases of tliis kind in Eng- 
land, it was obviously because no men in 
England had ever been so mean and dis- 
honorable as those witnosBcs had been. 
Tlie judge condemned the means taken 
to irap niun into crime. He condemned 
the way in whicli Fentoii had drawn the 
iiiformaticin, and tho way in which ho liad 
had it sworn to, and liie way m which the 
"prisoners" had been suarclied. Ho ob- 
jected to tho use which had been made of 
Kirkland's private letters, though thoy 
wore so creditablB to his mother and his 

Wifo. Ho Saiu tlifit tlio eViutsriuo nau iu 

be considered as much against tho wit- 
nesses themselves as against the defend- 
ants. - The Mail B'\ys that the verdict of 
tho jury was iu accordance with the rul- 
ing, and was a verdict which, all things 
considered, is one of tho most creditable 
things ever done by a jury in this 
country. 

CHINESE LABOR. 

In a late issue of tho Hamilton, Out., 
Spectator, tliero ia an article on Chinese 
labor, from which we extract the follow- 
ing: — It is very satisfQCtory to know that 
a bill will, durini;'the current session, be 
introduced into parliament to disctmrage 
and restrict Ciiineao immigration, and we 
have no doubt tho British Columbia 
Legislature will pass an act making 
foreign-made contracts for labor inopera- 
tive within that province. If there has

Blake, then a niembor of the government, 
announced in a public speech that it was 
the intention of tho Mickonzie govern- 
ment to construct the Pacific railway with 
Ciiineao labor. In a later speech, de- 
livered in this city, Mr. Mackenzie con- 
firmed the statement and argued in favor 
of tho importation of Chinamen. The 
Spectator earnestly protested against that 
policy, and both of tho conservative can- 
didates for parliament — one of them a 
workingman— took the same ground; but 
tho workiiignicn of Iho city throw their 
inlluence into the oppoiito scale, and prac- 
tically declared that they approved of 
Chinese immigration and of the construc- 
tion of tho Pacific railway byChineso labor. 
Tho Spectator has nlways held that Cnnnda 
will liuer belt off without Chinamen than 
with then). It doea not flharo iu current 
Jiri'judioes agaiuHt the race; but it holds 
that men of au alien race, who cannot mix 
with our people, who learn our language 
with t}ie greatest difficulty, who seldom de- 
sire to become citizens, and cannot become 
intelligent citizens ii they do demre it, ore 
better out of tho country than in it. Labor 
Will seek Canada in proportion as there ia a 
demand for it here; and if Chinese labor in 
hindered and discouraged, white labor, 
which is much more to bis desirod, will 
come in its place.

This is a 
serious inconvenience, us during a long- 
continued spell of dry weather wells are 
apt to go dry. Interest and sinking fund 
on so small a loan for so good a purpose 
would be easily met from ihe increased 
revenue, tia the bylaw must chuio before 
the ratepayers for adoption or rejection. 
We shall have other opportunities of 
pressing tho loan upon tho favorable at- 
tention of tho public. It may not bo 
amiss at this time to remark that local 
capitaliuts shoald have tho first chancu of 
investing in 'the bonds. Money raised 
for expenditure in tho city should be 
spent iu the city wherever practicable.

Tho 
now drink wn.s not. long linding its way 
into good .society, liowover, for in 1G80 
it was th<3 most popular drink served 
at any of Llie club-houses of London, 
and was kept constantly standing on 
tho royal, aideboard.— Pittsburg 'Dis- 
patch. 



ENGLAND. 
LoNDOK, April ll5. — Tho Post says there 
is reason to believe tho government has 
received unsatisfactory dispatches from 
St. Polersburg. Russia insists on retain- 
ing tho position which she has, already oc- 
cupied, and intimates that unless England 
holds herself responsible. for the acquies- 
cence of the Ameer in these advances. 
Gen. Komaroff will advance and secure 
Herat. 

The Times says: "It now appears be- 
yond a doubt that tho Russian govern- 
ment was apprised of the I'onjdoh battle 
by April 10th. While the English gov- 
ernment is waiting fur explanations it is 
quite possible that Gen. Komaroff is push- 
ing forward undar telegraphic orders from 
St. Petersburg." 

Notwithstanding the Post's rumorB 
other papers hero and on the continent, 
including those published at St. P,etcra- 
burg, all express the opinion that tho 
prospects of peace aro brighter. 

The Telegraph publishes a dispatch 
from Vienna wliich states that Detiiers 
has telegraphed Baron UeStael at Lon- 
don, as follows: "lam charged by the 
Czar's personal command to rei/uest you 
to inform the English government that in 
tho Czar's opinion war woidd be most de- 
plorable to botli countries, also that a 
prompt and siniplo arrangement of the 
present dilFicultiea may be establislied 
De Stael telegraphs De fSier.i in reply 
that the Eugliah government gladly ac 
oopted his communication." 

With reference to the report tliaf the 
government would cedo Penjdeh {.•> jtiiB 
sia tho Standard says: We could never 
bring ourselves to believe that even te 
preserve peace they will enter intu an ar- 
rangement to leave Russia in piissession 
of territory unlawfully acquired, adding 
that fresh humiliation to a long list that 
England has already endured. 

London", April Iti. — The govermnent 
has replied to the muditied proiHisals of 
Do Giora in regard to the debateable znuo. 

Lessar, special envoy of Russia, in an 
interview to-day says arrangements for 
tho cession of Penjduh to Russia had not 
boon completed, but negotiations wore 
pri'ceoding favorably. 

London, April IG. — A letter from (<ul- 
ran aays: "Sir Peter's withdrawal from 
tho frontier would be a signal for the im- 
mediate seizure of Herat by the Russians 
and would lose the support of the Af- 
ghans, who even now suspect both the 
Ameer and English of treachery." 

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, April IG. — The Tugblatt says 
the last days of England's power would 
be the last days of European liberty. One 
cannot understand German sympathy for 
Russia, whoso overgrowth would certainly 
imperil Germany. 

Vienna, April 10. — England wanted 
Turkey to occupy Egypt under English 
officora. Turkey at first objected, but it 
is believed she has inclined to meet with 
England's wishes. 

EGYPT. 

London, April IG. — A dispatch to Rue- 
ter'a TeleKraph Company from Cairo says 
it is believed that General Wotseley will 
soon return to England. 

.jnn,i.in, rtpiTilT>:-^rrte'J* rsnkfort Zoi- 
tung says: Private telegrams from St. 
Petersburg report that a revolt has broken 
out at Herat. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
Behlin, April 10. — Telegrams received 
hero from St. Petersburg say General 
Komaroff has stated that the Afghans 
refused to obey the orders of the English 
officers to withdraw from their advanced 
position. 

London, April 16. — A St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Times says tliat 
alarming rumors aro circulating, and tliero 
is a strong impreaaion that furtlier con- 
flicts will soon be reported from tho Af- 
ghan frontier, as it is thought unlikely 
that the Afghans will allow their recent 
defeat to pass without seeking revenge " 
He continues: "Russia makes no .secret 
of her intention of invading Afghanistan 
if the Afgliana coini)el her to do so. The 
general opinion here la that England ia 
committing herself iu forming an alliance 
with the Ameer, without having absolute 
control. An order has been sent to 
Cronstadt to get ready within a fortnight 
forty war shipa, including torpedn boals " 
St. PKTEKsnuKii, April IG.— The Ofii- 
cial Messenger publishes thia morning a 
telegram from ticneral Komaroff, which 
states that the remnant of the Afijlian de- 
tachment, defeated in the Ktishk river 
engagemont, fled to Herat. Koinarofi" 
also states that the losses of tho Afghans 
'argely exceeded the Brst estimate. Many 
porifhod as they struggled through the 
rough country on their retreat to Herat. 
Tho weather was intensely cold and snow 
had been falling for twelve days. The 
Afghans have burned thi> camp at Bala- 
murghab, which Sir Peter Lninaden 
abandoned. A pruvi: iunal governtniMit is 
being organized at fV- idj.-li to prevont 
anarchy. Tho Russian detiichmonl re- 
mains at Dashke. 

TURKEY. 

Varna, April 10. —Vessels of all na- 
tionalities are crowding into the Black 
Sea for the purpose of transporting grain 
frum Russian ports before an outbreak 
8h»ll occur between England and Rusaia. 
Eighty-seven English vessels arrived in 
one week. The I'orte has iiuiified the re- 
serves tn liold theinselvea in reailineas for 
immediate service. 

The impression hero is that Rusai.-i is 
seeking to gain time only to c«ni|ileto 
preparations to march on Herat and pur- 
chaao in America a few more veasida 
There ia no question nnumg the Tiirka, 
nutwitliatandiiig Gladstone's coolness in 
the last war, that in event of a now war 
Turkey would become an ally of Eng- 
land. "

RIOT IN CORK. 

Onions Tiirown at tUe Prince of 
Wales. 

Tlie Police Cliarge tlie Mob. 

fliitiiy , Pei-sons jWonnded— The 
Riot' Suppressed. 



Cor.ic, Ai)ril 15. — As the carriage contain- 
ing the Princo was crossing Parnell Bridge, 
some one in the crowd threw an onion at 
bis royal highness. The luissilo missed tho 
prince, but hit one of the footmen behind 
the carriage, and tho crowd cheered. Dur- 
ing tho afternoon a doteotivo arrested a 
man who was throwing stones at the loyal- 
ists procession. A mob speedily formed 
and attempted to rescue the prisoner. The 
detective fired bis revolver but without hit- 
ting any one, and succeeded in taking hia 
prisouer to the police court, where he was 
promptly released on bail famished by the 
mayor of Cork. Early in the evening tho 
nationalists held a mass meeting, whoro in- 
thnumatory speeches were made, and tho 
latest London uewsiiapers containing an 
aeeounl of the royal (irogroHS were burned 
in a bontiro. After tho mass meeting tho 
iiatioiialists scattered through tho city in 
parties numbering from 60 to 500 men. 
Doors and windows wore smashed, flags 
and deeuratiouB were torn down and heaped 
on blazing bon&rQS, and many gun stores 
were bfokou initb for the purpose of arming 
the mob. Policemen when encountered 
singly or in small squads were attacked and 
beaten unmercifully with their own trun- 
cheons. In many easoB tho police rallied 
and charged des])erately upon the mob, but 
they we're invariably surrounded and re- 
pulsed. The police then resorted to a free 
use of their revolvers and bayonets, It 
was a hand to hand fight of tho most doa- 
perato sort, the police standing back and 
receiving aiul inflicting terrible injuries. 
At midnight the streeta were praclieally in 
possuHsiou of the mob. The policemen 
who remained uuinjurcd could not attempt 
to do more than maintain their poaitions 
and fight ou the defensive. In addition to 
attacks from tho crowd on tho streets they 
were exposed to a murderous volley of stones 
from windows, house tops and other ))oints 
of vantage. The belief at midnight was 
that llie streets i;onld not bo cleared without 
the aid of artillery. 

Conii, .\pril Hi. — Tho streets aro quiet, 
and there is scarcely any trace of last night's 
riots. The leportsof the riot are greatly 
eiaggeruted.

Ss. Thomas, April 6. — Following 
are additional particulars in regard to 
.Siiiirlay's tragedy: Mrs. Mitcludl null 
jMclntosh had been playing doininos in 
the kitclu^n all morning, anil about \ '2 
o'clock the woman and hi.T liuslianil 
luul soinewords. Subseijuently iSlcintosli 
suiil Mrs. Mitchell proceeded upstairs 
and entered tho front bedroom. Mit- 
chell armed himself with a large Colt's 
navy revolver which he liad in the 
Louse, and iiroceeded up the stairway, 
and turning to the right, lie tried to 
open the door.
